Indictments 
returned in 
murder case 

The Morgan County Grand Jury on 
Aug. 23 returned murder indictments 
against three persons charged with the 
July slaying of Doyle Sweeney, 59, of 
Ditney Ridge. Sweeney allegedly was 
lured to a remote site on North Fork 
Creek, where he was killed and robbed. 
Sweeney’s body was found in the creek 
two days after his abandoned vehicle 
was found near the murder site off Ky. 
772 just inside the Daniel Boone Na- 
tional Forest. 

Indicted for capital murder and 1st 
degree robbery was Jonathan A. Brown, 
27, of Sandy Hook, who is charged with 
intentionally killing Sweeney with a 
baseball bat and robbing him of an un- 
determined amount of money. 

Also indicted in connection with the 
murder were Michael B. McDavid, 26, 
of Grayson and Jaclyn B. Ferguson, 19, 
of Sandy Hook. McDavid is charged 
with capital murder by facilitating the 
crime and being a persistent felony of- 
fender. Ferguson is charged with facili- 
tation of murder and 1st degree robbery. 

They are scheduled to be arraigned 
at 9:00 a.m. on Sept. 24 in Morgan Cir- 
cuit Court. 

A Morgan County juvenile also has 
been charged in connection with the 
crime.

School Bd. revises 
property tax rates 
for current year

The Morgan County Board of Edu- 
cation during a special-called work ses- 
sion last week revised its tax rates for 
the 2006-2007 school year. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe Dan 
Gold said the board amended the rates 
due to an error by the Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Education. 

“The Department of Education had 
calculated rates before Aug. 1,” Gold 
said. “That means the it was not able to 
consider the annual financial reports of 
school districts throughout the state. This 
error in calculation has affected almost 
every school system in Kentucky.” 

Gold said tax rates are now 45.7 cents 
per $100 of assessment for real estate, 
and 44.9 cents per $100 of assessment 
for tangible and personal property. 

“The real estate rate stayed the same,” 
Gold said. “The tangible and personal 
rate did decrease slightly, with an eight- 
tenths reduction.” 

Gold said .4 percent was also added 
to the rates for exonerations, which in- 
creased the real estate rate to 46.1 per- 
cent and the tangible and personal rate 
to 45.3 percent. 

This month’s regular school board 
meeting will be 6:30 p.m. Monday, Sept. 
10, in the central office board room lo- 
cated on Prestonsburg Street.

Adventure tourism plan 
will include $20,000 for 
local tourism program 

FRANKFORT, Ky. - Governor 
Ernie Fletcher last week announced 
more than $523,000 in grant money 
available to increase adventure tourism 
opportunities in Eastern Kentucky. 
When implemented, Morgan County is 
one of 1 8 counties scheduled to receive 
grants of $20,000 each to assist with de- 
velopment of plans for local tourism 
development such as riding and hiking 
trails, ATV trails and other forms of out- 
door recreation. 

The Governor announced the fund- 
ing in conjunction with results of a study 
showing that increased spending on ad- 
venture tourism in Eastern Kentucky 
could bring in more than 130,000 new 
visitors a year, create more than 1,500 
new jobs and have an estimated annual 
economic impact of nearly $100 million. 

“Eastern Kentucky offers several 
world-class places for people to take part 
in activities like rock climbing, 
whitewater rafting and trail sports,” said 
Governor Fletcher. “This new plan gives 
us a road map for successfully enhanc- 
ing an existing industry that will bring 
new visitors, jobs and money to Eastern 
Kentucky.” 

The study, conducted by Pros Con- 
sulting, of Dallas, was funded by a 2006 
grant from the Appalachian Regional 
Commission.

After run- 
ning the license plates, we saw that the 
truck belonged to Tony.” 

Ball, who was at work when the truck 
was stolen, had left the vehicle unlocked. 

Haney said the totaled truck, which 
had rolled over on the driver’s side, was 
abandoned at White Oak by the Licking 
River’s edge with shoe prints in the sur- 
rounding mud and on the passenger’s 
side door. 

“We don’t know where the perpetra- 
tor went after the truck was abandoned,” 
Haney said. “We are looking at possible 
suspects who were seen walking along 
Hwy. 460 that day, however. Hopefully 
we can resolve this case soon; any help 
would be greatly appreciated.” 

Police described the possible suspects 
as young white males, one wearing light 
brown or khaki slacks.

region’s strengths, challenges and oppor- 
tunities - environmental, political, and 
issues of community infrastructure and 
market appeal.

When the Skywards Trail plan origi- 
nated in 2005, one proposal was for the 
trail in Morgan County to start at the 
Morgan- Johnson county line and run 
along the Bolin Ridge, then continue 
around Straight Creek and into Wrigley, 
go around Woodsbend through Ezel and 
then into Wolfe County. Another plan 
was to start at the Morgan- Johnson line 
and run along Bolin Ridge, then con- 
tinue to the Morgan-Magoffin county 
line, go around White Oak and Cannel 
City and into Wolfe County.

The Lexington Disease and 
Diagnostic Center has confirmed 
that cases of blackleg disease in 
cattle are double what they were 
in 2006. 

Blackleg, an acute, highly fa- 
tal disease of young cattle is car- 
ried by the bacteria Closridium 
chauvoel and generally affects 
calves between six months and 
two years of age. 

The bacteria that causes black- 
leg can remain viable in the soil 
for many years, and is found 
abundantly in our area. 

Most commonly, the onset is 
sudden, and calves are found 
dead with no signs of illness, thus 
prevention is the key to eliminat- 
ing this disease from the cattle 
population. 

A safe, reliable, inexpensive 



vaccine is available, and accord- 
ing to Dr. Laura Scalf, DVM, at 
the West Liberty Veterinary 
Clinic, the disease is completely 
preventable. 

Calves should be vaccinated 
twice, two weeks apart, between 
two and six month of age. There 
is no reason that calves should be 
lost to this disease, and cattle 
farmers are urged to vaccinate for 
blackleg.

Kentucky is one of seven 
states receiving six-year grants 
from the National Math and Sci- 
ence Initiative (NMSI), an orga- 
nization formed earlier this year 
that has just begun its first round 
of funding for training and incen- 
tive programs aimed at boosting 
student achievement in Advanced 
Placement (AP) and pre-AP 
courses. 

AP courses are geared to be 
more rigorous than normal high 
school courses. By achieving a 
high score on the year-end AP 
test, students can receive college 
credit for the courses they take in 
high school. 

Grant money will be used for 
training and incentive programs 
for AP and pre-AP courses that 
encourage excellence.

FRANKFORT, Ky. - Gover- 
nor Ernie Fletcher has instructed 
the Cabinet for Health and Fam- 
ily Services (CHFS) to make $2.5 
million in funds available imme- 
diately to provide cooling assis- 
tance to low income families and 
the elderly through the Low-In- 
come Home Energy Assistance 
Program (LIHEAP). 

“I am happy to announce this 
cooling assistance funding for 
some of the state’s most vulner- 
able people and families,” Gov- 
ernor Fletcher said. “With the 
heat wave Kentucky has experi- 
enced in recent weeks, this is 
about far more than making 
people comfortable. It’s about 
taking steps to ward off serious 
health risks, especially among 
children and the elderly, and 
helping prevent the worsening of 
chronic illnesses.” 

Under the LIHEAP cooling 
program, eligible households 
may receive assistance - up to a 
maximum of $250 per household 
- in paying their cooling (elec- 
tric) bill or toward the purchase 
of an air conditioner (based on 
availability). 

To qualify for assistance on a 
cooling bill, household income 
must be at or less than 130 per- 
cent of the federal poverty level. 



Road will be closed to 
popular recreation area 
Sept. 17 for two weeks 

WINCHESTER, Aug. 31 — 
Beginning Monday, Sept. 17, 
Forest Service contractors will 
reconstruct and repair portions of 
the Indian Creek Road in the Red 
River Gorge. The road improve- 
ments are expected to take two 
weeks to complete. During this 
time, the road will be closed to 
all use in the interest of safety. 
No motorized vehicles, horses, 
bicycles or hikers will be permit- 
ted in the area. 

“We realize this road leads to 
a popular area of the gorge where 
many visitors enjoy camping, 
fishing and hiking,” said Dave 
Manner, District Ranger of the 
Cumberland Ranger District, 
“but the road repairs are neces- 
sary for the continuation of travel 
in this area. 

“The road closure is tempo- 
rary, and the improvements will 
be well worth the wait,” said 
Manner.

In addition, households must pay 
home cooling costs for which 
they are responsible either by di- 
rect payment or as an 
undesignated portion of their rent 
and have cash resources of no 
more than: 

•$3,000 if at least one person 
in the household is 60 or older, 
or disabled. 

•$4,000 if a member of the 
household has an illness which 
requires cash resources to be ac- 
cessed regularly for medical and 
living expenses.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 -

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- Agree Or Not - 

Early Childhood Education

Ordinarily, you do not associ- 
ate a president of a Federal Re- 
serve Bank with advocates for 
early childhood development 
programs, or that his arguments 
in favor of those programs would 
be particularly relevant to Ken- 
tucky. 

But Jeffrey M. Lacker, presi- 
dent of a Federal Reserve Bank 
of Richmond, Va., spoke at a re- 
cent Summit on Early Childhood 
Development in Virginia, and his 
remarks were excerpted last 
week in The Washington Post. 

Ironically, that was the same 
week of the U.S. Census Bureau 
released poverty figures showing 
Kentucky to be tied with Okla- 
homa as the seventh poorest state 
among 50. 

“Data on the growth of in- 
come per person across the 
United States and across cities 
and metropolitan areas that at 
least one important measure of 
skills is consistently correlated 
with future growth,” Lacker said. 

Essentially, the higher the 
skills of workers in a city or state, 
the faster economic growth oc- 
curs. Highly skilled workers then 
tend to attract more highly skilled 
workers at a faster pace. 

And Lacker believes acquir- 
ing those skills must begin be- 
tween birth and age five with 
early childhood development in- 
vestments that pay off later with 
the accumulation of more skills 
in elementary and high school 
and beyond. The early invest- 
ment in pre-school education is 
thus compounded many times 
into adulthood, resulting in faster 
economic growth. 

Lacker also points out that the 
poor rarely get quality early 
childhood programs. 

“People with limited means 
are more likely to have difficulty 
providing their children with 
high-quality early childhood en- 
vironments, leaving those chil- 
dren less able to benefit from in- 
vestments in human capital,” he 
says. 

In Kentucky, according to the 
Census data, 22.3 percent of chil- 
dren are living in poverty, leav- 
ing Kentucky tied with Tennes- 
see 10th in the nation in child 
poverty. 

With 17 percent of 



Kentucky’s population living at 
or below the poverty level (more 
than 25 percent of residents in the 
Fifth Congressional District), 
you have serious challenges at 
developing the skilled population 
in the future to drive an improved 
state economy. 

None of this will come as a 
revelation to state and local edu- 
cators, or to the political leader- 
ship in the capital city. Every 
state budget in recent memory 
has allocated millions of dollars 
for early childhood development, 
pre-school and kindergarten pro- 
grams aimed at giving children 
the skills necessary to be success- 
ful in public education. 

And yet, year after year, Ken- 
tucky remains among the poor- 
est states in the nation with the 
least educated population with- 
out the skills that drive what 
Lacker calls “skill-based eco- 
nomic growth.” 

With the expectation that all 
Kentucky students will be profi- 
cient in their education skills by 
2014, tens of thousands of poor 
children enter the public schools 
each year at a serious disadvan- 
tage to classmates who have had 
access to a “high-quality early 
childhood environment.” 

If Kentucky is ever to hope to 
climb out of the poverty rate cel- 
lar and join many of its neigh- 
boring states with a high rate of 
skill-based economic growth, 
then more - much more - money, 
time and - yes - skills must be 
directed at early children pro- 
grams aimed at the state’s poor 
children and families. 

It’s the only way to improve 
high school graduation rates, to 
increase substantially the enroll- 
ment in state colleges and univer- 
sities and to produce a popula- 
tion of skilled workers with a 
college degree. 

That, in turn, will draw to 
Kentucky the kinds of skilled 
jobs that produce well-paid 
workers to provide the economic 
growth and improved tax rev- 
enues to pay for the process to 
become self-perpetuating over 
decades.

Staph infections not reported to 
state; resistant bacertia on the rise

“Staph” infections, or antibi- 
otic resident infections, were 
once only heard of in healthcare 
settings, but in recent years, the 
resistant form of the bacteria has 
been on the rise and the state does 
not consider it to be a reportable 
disease. 

Cases of methacillin resistant 
Staphylococcus aureus (MRSA) 
have been on the rise in recent 
years both statewide and nation- 
ally. Although we hear of cases 
of “staph” infections in the com- 
munity often these days, the data 
is not being reported by area 
health departments to the state 
because it is not required. 

“The CDC (Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention) and 
the Kentucky Department of 
Public Health don’t consider it a 
reportable disease,” said Lyle 
Snyder, regional health epidemi- 
ologist for our region explained, 
“nursing homes and schools keep 
records of cases for themselves.” 

Despite not considering staph 
a reportable disease, the CDC re- 
ports that it is one of the leading 
causes of skin infections in the 
United States and the FDA says 
that researchers have already 
identified a form of the bacteria 
in patients that resist all currently 
available antibiotic drugs. Staph 
comes in many different variet- 
ies, some more dangerous than 
others. Those at the most risk of 
dying from staph-related infec- 
tion are the young and elderly, or 
those already with a terminal ill- 
ness. 

The FDA says that a person 
can develop a drug-resistant in- 
fection either by contracting a re- 
sistant bug to begin with, or by 
having a resistant microbe 
emerge in the body once antibi- 
otic treatment begins. They claim 
that 15 to 40 percent of healthy 
humans are carriers of the bacte- 
ria, and that it can live on the skin 
without causing any apparent 
problems for the host. 

A study, conducted by the 
Emory University School of 
Medicine says that the bacterium 
normally resides on skin and in 
noses, and typically infects tis- 
sues through cuts or rashes. The 
infections can remain minor, or 
lead to illnesses ranging from 
boils or abscesses to necrotizing 
skin infections, pneumonia and 



sometimes bloodstream infec- 
tions. 

What makes this type of in- 
fection dangerous is that it can 
change its genetic makeup, or 
what the FDA calls “spontaneous 
DNA mutation.” This type of 
bacteria can thwart antibiotics by 
interfering with their mechanism 
of action, and according to the 
FDA, can alter their cell walls or 
ribosomes, preventing the drugs 
from binding to the bacteria cell. 

Another factor that research- 
ers say might be leading to the 
widespread growth of staph in- 
fections is antibiotic overuse or 
misuse. The FS A say sthat sinusi- 
tis, or sinus infections are on the 
rise, as well as ear infections in 
children. They also report that

patients often stop taking their 
medicine too soon because their 
symptoms start to improve, but 
the FS A says this merely encour- 
ages the resistant microbes to 
proliferate. The infection returns 
i a few weeks, and this time a dif- 
ferent drug must be used to treat 
it. 

Although there have been 
many confirmed cases of MRSA, 
researchers say that many cases 
can be confused with spider bites. 
The only way to know for sure if 
skin problems are staph-related 
is to consult your doctor. The 
physician can culture the area 
(swab it and send the matter for 
analysis by a laboratory), or take 
a blood sample. This will let your 
doctor know how to treat the in- 
fection and what type of antibi- 
otics it is resistant to. 

Doctors say that some staph 
infections can reside in small 
pimples, boils, bumps or blisters, 
redness or swelling of tissue be- 
neath the skin, a sty or infected 
wound. The CDC warns that 
good hygiene is the number one 
preventing factor against staph 
infections.

Improve Mental Health and 
Substance Abuse Services - En- 
sure funding for mental health 
and substance abuse services, in- 
cluding a replacement campus 
for Eastern State Hospital in Lex- 
ington. 

Electronic Health Records - 
Expand e-Health funding to as- 
sist health care providers to adopt 
electronic medical records and 
ensure there is a secure, statewide 
network to allow those records to 
be appropriately exchanged. 

“Every Kentuckian in the 
next four years should have the 
choice of having an electronic 
medical record that would be 
available to them and their doc- 
tors to ensure the best quality and 
most efficient health care,” said 
Governor Fletcher. 

Medical Liability Reform - 
Place a constitutional amend- 
ment on the ballot that would al- 
low the General Assembly to 
pass laws on medical liability 
reform; allow alternative dispute 
mechanisms to settle liability 
cases, such as arbitration and a 
medical review board; and 
modify requirements for medical 
liability carriers to make sure li- 



ability carriers’ premium in- 
creases are fair and reasonable. 

“Through our work in areas 
such as Medicaid modernization, 
ICARE and Get Healthy Ken- 
tucky, we have made remarkable 
changes and modernized 
Kentucky’s health care system,” 
said Governor Fletcher.

Fletcher requests 
disaster asst, for 
Ky. farmers. 

2007 has third driest 
May through August 
in the past 113 years 

Governor Ernie Fletcher last 
week sent a request to U.S. Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Mike 
Johanns requesting USD A disas- 
ter assistance be made available 
to farmers across the Common- 
wealth. This request was made 
due to crop losses resulting from 
drought conditions that began in 
February 2007 and continues to- 
day. 

Governor Fletcher received 
letters from Kentucky Farm Bu- 
reau, Senator Tom Jenson, and 
Representative Mike Denham 
encouraging him to seek a disas- 
ter declaration from the USD A. 

“Kentucky experienced 
higher than normal temperatures 
and limited rainfall this summer 
causing the state to move deeper 
into a drought status,” Governor 
Fletcher’s letter states. “The 
Commonwealth is now in severe 
to extreme drought status and is 
truly in a state of disaster.” 

“This is the third driest May 
through August in the past 113 
years, with lower than normal 
rainfall and temperatures higher 
than normal in the past several 
months led to this state of disas- 
ter. Crops and pasture losses will 
be wide-spread across the state. 
Southern Kentucky farmers have 
begun to harvest corn and early 
reports show yields are forty per- 
cent lower than average. Many 
other Kentucky farmers are be- 
ing forced to liquidate cattle, due 
to the financial strain of provid- 
ing supplemental feed as pasture 
loss increases.” 

In addition, Governor 
Fletcher instructed the Kentucky 
Office of Insurance to exempt 
licensed adjusters in other states 
from the licensing requirements 
in Kentucky for the purpose of 
adjusting crop insurance claims 
in our state. This will allow crop 
insurance companies to send li- 
censed adjusters into Kentucky 
to expedite the claims process for 
Kentucky producers.

Drink Pepsi - and think 
young. In the good, old summer- 
time fishing and swimming al- 
ways go together. So when my 
eldest son, Spencer, visiting with 
his wife and children, approached 
me with an attitude that mom al- 
ways has to answer to his little 
boy questions (large Navy medic 
now), I paid careful attention. 

“Hey, Mom. Lupe and I want 
to take Jessie and Stacy to a good 
pond for fishing. We’d also like 
to go swimming while we’re 
here, too.” 

“I know just the place,” I re- 
plied. “It’s at Wrigley near where 
Dad taught us to fish when I was 
just about their age.” 

I quickly put together some 
sandwiches in case the group got 
hungry and off we went for a fun 
day in the sunshine. Little did we 
expect that when we arrived we 
would see a “no trespassing” sign 
on the entrance, so my fiance, 
Bobby, suggested that we turn 
around and leave. Wendy, though, 
spotted three guys putting up a 
tent below the bank of the pond 
and remarked, “Mom, I think one 
of those guys is Jason. He told me 
that I can fish here anytime I 
want.” 

I got halfway up the hill and 
one of the guys came almost run- 
ning toward me. He greeted me 
with a cheerful hug, and I real- 
ized that it was Jason. “Hey, Ms. 
Kellogg, It’s good to see you. 
How are you doing?” 

Jason is always a cheerful 
young man. He had taken the Fri- 
day off from his social work job 
in western Kentucky to bring two 
buddies in to enjoy relaxing and 
camping at his dad’s pond. 

“Is it okay if my son and his 
family in from the Navy spend 
time fishing and swimming?” 
“Sure, you can,” he replied. 
“You’re welcome anytime. In 
fact, I haven’t had a summer yet 
as fun as I did years go when you 
brought the handicapped guy here 
and I took him swimming.” 

He was speaking about the 
young man who at the age of 21 
had fallen 480 ft. off Red River 
Gorge and sustained a head in- 
jury. Jason and a friend put a life 



jacket on him and floated him 
around the pond. 

I introduced Spencer to Jason 
as the guys chose positions to 
place lawn chairs at spots along 
the shore. Then Jason said that he 
would be gone for about an hour 
to cut some wood for a camp fire, 
so would we watch the tent and 
belongings for him. 

I assured him that we would, 
but first I had a question. 

“Was it true that his dad once 
tried out for the Survivor TV 
show and trained at this pond?” 

He said that he had, but he lost 
out when he’d have to swim in 
extremely cold water somewhere 
or something like that. 

“Is it okay to swim here?” I 
asked. 

“I wouldn’t want to go into 
this water right now,” he said. 
“But if anyone wants to it’s fine.” 

“Have you ever gone off that 
slide?” I gazed up at the height 
of it, guessing it to be at least 15 
feet. 

“I’m the only one who has 
gone off and landed feet first and 
touched the bottom” 

As they left I gazed at the cable 
that went out across the pond. 
That would really be a challenge. 

Bobby, my 2-year-old grand- 
daughter Robin and I sat near the 
diving platform and watched 
Wendy fish. Spencer took his 
wife and kids to the opposite side 
of the pond to fish. He yelled that 
he had caught one, but it was 
small. Then Wendy started get- 
ting hits until she got one. We on- 
lookers moved chairs and Robin’s 
stroller into more shade to get 
cooler. Finally I decided to enter 
the pond. Why come to swim and 
not swim? I grabbed one of the 
two innertubes and pulled the 
cable and made sure I didn’t float 
into the fishing areas, when 
Jessie, 5, decided he wanted to 
use the innertube and swim too. 
He wasn’t a good swimmer yet, 
so I showed him to hold to the 
cable to pull himself around. 

Suddenly Spencer announced 
that he needed my help in getting 
his hook off a limb. Would I 
please swim across the pond and 
unhook it? I pushed across in the 
tube, retrieved his hook, then de- 



cided to retrieve an orange life 
preserver stuck under some 
limbs. I threw it upon the dock 
and Jessie decided his swim was 
over. In a few minutes Spencer 
came to the dock and announced, 
“Hey, Mom. I’ll go off that slide 
if you will too!” 

“I’ll think about it,” was all I 
said, then floated to the bank to 
splash water upon Robin and 
Bobby. Finally I decided to stop 
swimming. I glanced up at the 
slide platform and wondered if 
I’d be afraid to climb the three 
levels up there? Unnoticed by 
anyone, I started climbing. I 
reached the top fully intending to 
only look out over the pond when 
Bobby saw me start up the slide 
and yelled, “You can do it!” Be- 
hind his words was Spencer, 
“Come on Mom!” 

I had realized that I wasn’t 
afraid.

Eligibility requirements for 
LCP have been determined that 
a producer must be in a primary 
(or contiguous) disaster county 
declared by the Secretary or 
President between January 1, 
2005 and February 28, 2007 or 
must be in a primary (or contigu- 
ous) county that received an 
Administrator’s Physical Loss 
Notice that is directly associated 
to a disaster declaration made by 
the President. 

Producers who owned live- 
stock in CY2005 may be eligible 
for LCP since every county in the 
State of Kentucky was either de- 
clared a primary or contiguous 
disaster county. The following 
counties are eligible for CY2006: 
Allen, Ballard, Carlisle, Clinton, 
Daviess, Fulton, Graves, 
Henderson, Hickman, Pike, Bell, 
Monroe, Simpson, Wayne, Whit- 
ley, and McCreary. No counties

Keep in 
mind that producers may only re- 
ceive benefits for one year. 

LIP compensates livestock 
producers for livestock losses 
between January 1, 2005, and 
February 28, 2007, that resulted 
from natural disasters, including 
losses due to blizzards that started 
in 2006 and continued into Janu- 
ary 2007. Producers in primary 
counties declared secretarial di- 
saster areas or certain counties 
declared presidential disaster ar- 
eas between January 1, 2005, and 
February 28, 2007, are eligible as 
are producers located in counties 
contiguous to those counties. 
Also, producers in a primary (or 
contiguous) county that 

received an Administrator’s 
Physical Loss Notice directly as- 
sociated with a disaster declara- 
tion made by President Bush may 
also be eligible. Producers incur- 
ring eligible livestock losses in 
more than one of the 2005, 2006 
or 2007 calendar years must 
choose only one year for which 
they want to apply for benefits. 

Producers interested in apply- 
ing for assistance should contact 
their local FSA county office.

Poverty down, but not in rural areas, 
where it has increased among children 



Aug. 29 — The Census 
Bureau’s annual poverty report 
says 15.2 percent of rural Ameri- 
cans lived in poverty in 2006, a 
rate “statistically unchanged” 
from 2005, Reuters reports. 
Meanwhile, the national poverty 
rate declined for the first time this 
decade, down to 12.3 percent 
from 12.6 percent in 2005, the 
Census Bureau report says. 

At the same time, the Carsey 
Institute at the University of New 
Hampshire reports that “in 37 
states, a higher percentage of ru- 
ral children live in poverty today 
than in 2000.” The South has the 
highest rate, 27.2 percent, while 
the national rural child poverty 
rate is 22.2 percent, the study 
says. States with the highest rates 



are Mississippi (34.7 percent), 
Louisiana (34.4 percent) and New 
Mexico (30.1 percent). The 
Southwest trails only the South in 
terms of rural child poverty. Con- 
necticut (9.1 percent) has the low- 
est rate. 

The stagnant overall rural pov- 
erty rate stands in contrast to eco- 
nomic growth, especially in agri- 
culture. “According to the Agri- 
culture Department, net farm in- 
come, a gauge of the financial 
health, was a strong $60 billion 
in 2006, buoyed by rising grain 
and soybean prices and the boom 
in fuel ethanol production,” 
Reuters reports. To explain the 
disparity between the rural and 
national rates, the Reuters story 
cites economists who say “rural 



residents tend to be older, a lower- 
earning age group, than the na- 
tional average.” 

According to the Carsey Insti- 
tute, there was a “significant de- 
cline” in poverty for people over 
65 but no significant decline in 
poverty for children or adults 
aged 18 to 64. “Research has 
shown that good policy and pro- 
grams can alleviate that poverty 
- programs that provide early 
childhood education, making 
work pay for parents, decent 
schools, and access to health 
care,” said Cynthia “Mil” 
Duncan, director of the Carsey 
Institute. “We shouldn’t be going 
backwards on addressing child 
poverty in the 21st Century.” — 
Ky. Inst. For Rural Journalism 



Mills gone, N.H. town banks on 
prison, ATV park for revival 



In northern New Hampshire, 
the town of Berlin once relied on 
paper mills, now long gone. 
“Plagued by high unemployment, 
vacant buildings and a recent 
string of fires, Berlin (pronounced 
BUR-lin) is trying to reinvent it- 
self, betting that a new 1,280-bed 
federal prison and New England’s 
first all-terrain vehicle park will 
be the economic shot in the arm 
it desperately needs,” Katie 
Zezima wites in The New York 
Times today. 

State and federal prisons 
(Berlin’s will be the latter) have 
become an important element in 



the rural economy, and ATV tour- 
ism is becoming more and more 
popular in mountainous areas. 
“But there is concern about the 
direction the city is taking. Ber- 
lin already has a state prison, and 
there is opposition to the federal 
prison,” Zezima writes. “A more 
controversial but much smaller 
project is a proposal to build a 50- 
megawatt power plant that would 
run on wood chips on a mill site 
in downtown Berlin.” 

The ATV park will cover 
7,500 acres and “is expected to 
hold about 136 miles of trail and 
numerous campgrounds when it 



is completed in the next five 
years. About 20 miles are open 
now,” Zezima writes. The state 
bought the land from a timber 
company for $2.1 million and 
projects the park’s annual revenue 
will be almost $700,000. “For the 
first time in years there’s hope,” 
said Mark Belanger, manager of 
the Berlin office of the New 
Hampshire Department of Em- 
ployment, told the Times.

Taking Care Of 
Business 

If Kentucky’s first offensive 
play of 2007 is any indication of 
how the rest of the season will 
go, Wildcat fans are in for a treat. 
Andre Woodson pumped faked 
the EKU secondary and then de- 
livered a perfect 51 yard strike 
to Dicky Lyons, J., to give the 
Big Blue faithful plenty to cheer 
about Saturday night. Woodson 
followed that with two more 
touchdown passes to pace the 
Cats to a 40 point blowout of 
EKU. 

Although it’s hard to gauge 
just how good this team is con- 
sidering it beat up on a Division 
1-AA opponent, the Cats did take 
care of business in convincing 
fashion. Kentucky scored on six 
of their first eight possessions en 
route to putting up 50 points for 
the first time in three years. When 
the dust settled, UK had rolled up 
568 yards of total offense. 

“Overall, I was pleased with 
the performance,” Wildcat coach 
Rich Brooks said. “Offensively, 
I thought we ran the ball well and 
used a variety of backs. A win is 
good. I think any win is good.” 

Brooks gave a stern warning 
to his team prior to the game 
about what had happened in Ann 
Arbor, Michigan, earlier that af- 
ternoon. Appalachian State (also 
a Division 1-AA school) shocked 
the nation by beating fifth-ranked 
Michigan, 34-32 — which most 
analysts agree marks the biggest 
upset in college football history. 
The UK coach wanted to make 
sure his Cats didn’t take anything 
for granted. 

“I pointed that out to our team 
before the game,” Brooks said. 
“That ought to do two things. 
One, that ought to wake us up and 
let us know that anybody can beat 
anybody. It also gives Eastern 
hope that they can come in here 
and do the same thing. I give our 
players credit for focusing and 
mostly doing the right thing.” 

Now Kentucky will turn its 
attention to Kent State, who 
pulled quite an upset of its own 
last Saturday with a 23-14 win 
over Iowa State. UK has never 
lost (5-0 all-time) to the Golden 
Flashes, who are coached by 
former UK player Doug Martin. 
The two teams last met in 1993, 
with Kentucky cruising to a 35- 
point win. It’s one of two shut- 
outs posted by the Cats in their 
series with Kent State. 

Counting last season, the 
Wildcats have now won six of 
their last seven games — a feat 
that hadn’t been accomplished in 
over 30 years. UK has also won 
four in a row at home for the first 
time in 10 years. 

Saturday’s game will be avail- 
able live on a pay-per-view ba- 
sis, with WKYT-TV also carry- 
ing it on a delayed basis at 1 1 :30. 
It’s also Military Appreciation 
Day at Commonwealth Stadium 
with several thousand soldiers 
expected to be in attendance.

Rose leads Powell County 
past the Cougars, 33-18

Morgan with 220 yards, two TDs

Powell’s County’s Jesse Rose 
tallied 241 yards of total offense 
and accounted for five touch- 
downs as the Pirates beat host 
Morgan County, 33-18. 

The freshman quarterback 
broke a scoreless tie late in the 
first quarter with a 10-yard touch- 
down run for a 7-0 Pirate lead. 
Rose then went to the air for 
Powell’s second score, hitting 
wide receiver Wes Branham on 
a 42-yard pass play to make it a 
7-0 game. 

As for the Cougars, they man- 
aged 117 yards of offense in the 
first half, but were their own 
worst enemy with three turnovers 
and a blocked punt. Powell 
County maintained the two 
touchdown lead at the half. 

The Pirates’ offense hit high 
gear in the third quarter. After 
recovering a fumble in Cougar 
territory, Rose scored his second 
rushing touchdown - this one 
from 20 yards out - to give the 
Pirates a 20-0 lead with 6:13 re- 
maining. Just five minutes later, 
Rose added his second passing 
TD when he found Jordan Wright 
over the middle on a play that 
covered 65 yards. With 1:36 left 
in the third, the Cougars found 
themselves in a 27-0 hole. After 
two more Cougar turnovers, 
Rose added his final score on a 
34-yard run down the sidelines 
to make it 33-0. 

The Cougars managed to end 
their scoring drought midway 
through the fourth quarter on a 
40-yard touchdown by Kyle Ha- 
vens. Five minutes later, a pair 
of first down carries by Havens 
set the table for a three-yard scor- 
ing run by Ryan Flannery to cut 
the deficit back to 21. 

After a Powell County fumble 
was recovered by Jarred Curd, 
Havens tacked on his second 
rushing TD with an impressive 
61-yard scamper down the 
middle of the field. The sopho- 
more closed the game with 24 
carries for a career-best 220 
yards. He also completed two 
passees for 20 yards. 

As a team, Morgan County 



finished with 283 rushing yards, 
while adding another 20 through 
the air. The effort was a vast im- 
provement from the Cougars’ 23- 
yard total against Rowan County. 

But the night simply belonged 
to Rose. The 5’ 10,” 150 lbs. 
freshman picked apart the Cou- 
gar defense for 140 passing yards 
and another 101 on the ground. 
And if that were not enough, he 
also led his team on defense with 
10 tackles, a blocked punt and a 
fumble recovery. 

“What Jesse did is probably 
the best all-around performance 
in school history,” Powell County 
Coach Mike Whitaker said. “On 
both sides of the ball, he really 
came to play. I’m real proud of 
his effort.” 

Powell County’s win was the 
program’s first since Sept. 1, 
2006 - nearly one year to the day 
after a 16-12 victory over Phelps 



in Stanton. Next up for the Pirates 
is a home game against Estill 
County. 

The Cougars have an open 
week this Friday. They will play 
Magoffin County in Salyersville 
on Sept. 14.

Morgan fares well in first 
cross country meet of year 
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$3.9 million announced for 
additional energy assistance 



2nd release of emergency 
funds this summer to 
Kentuckians; $6.4M total 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Aug. 31 
- Governor Ernie Fletcher an- 
nounced today that $3.9 million 
in additional energy assistance 
will be made immediately avail- 
able to low income families and 
the elderly. Earlier this month, 
Governor Fletcher released an 
emergency $2.5 million for cool- 
ing assistance. 

“The extreme heat Kentucky 
has endured this summer poses 
a financial burden, in addition to 
health and safety dangers, for 
Kentucky’s most vulnerable citi- 
zens,” Governor Fletcher said. 
“This money will help thousands 
more families who need addi- 
tional resources to keep cool dur- 
ing the hot weather.” 

The federal government has 
provided the additional $3.9 mil- 
lion to the Kentucky Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services 
(CHFS) for the Fow Income 
Home Energy Assistance Pro- 
gram (FIHEAP). The Governor 
has instructed CHFS to release 
those funds immediately. 

U.S. Health and Human Ser- 
vices announced Wednesday that 
HHS will release $50 million in 
FIHEAP emergency funds for 
Kentucky and 11 other states, 
which have experienced hotter 
than normal weather this sum- 
mer. The funding is allocated to 
the states most affected by this 
summer’s extreme heat. 

Households with incomes at 



or below 130 percent of the fed- 
eral poverty level are eligible for 
the one-time assistance. 
Homeowners or renters are eli- 
gible. Also, qualifying house- 
holds must pay home cooling 
costs for which they are respon- 
sible either by direct payment or 
as an undesignated portion of 
their rent and have cash re- 
sources of no more than: 

•$3,000 if at least one person 
in the household is 60 or older, 
or disabled. 

•$4,000 if a member of the 
household has an illness which 
requires cash resources to be ac- 
cessed regularly for medical and 
living expenses. 

•$2,000 for all other house- 
holds. 

Kentucky’s 23 regional Com- 
munity Action Agency (CAA) 
offices will accept applications 
for cooling assistance until the 
funds run out. CAA administers 
FIHEAP through a contract be- 
tween CHFS and the Kentucky 
Association for Community Ac- 
tion. Every county has at least 
one staffed CAA office. 

Families wanting information 
on FIHEAP assistance can call 
their local community action 
agencies or the statewide com- 
munity action organization toll 
free at (800) 456-3452. Opera- 
tors there cannot take applica- 
tions over the phone; they can 
only direct callers to their local 
community action agencies. Or 
log on to http://www.kaca.org/ 
agencies/find_office.asp to find 
local CAA offices.

Here are delicious desserts perfect for any occasion. 

CHOCOLATE SWIRL BANANA CAKE 




2 1/4 cups all-purpose flour 
1 tsp baking soda 
1 1/4 cups light brown sugar, 
firmly packed 
1/4 cup salted butter 
1/2 cup sour cream 
1 1/2 cups mashed banana 
(about 3 large) 



1 large egg 
1 tsp vanilla extract 
3/4 cup ( 4 1/2 oz.) semisweet 
chocolate chips, melted 

Ganache: 

1/2 cup heavy cream 
2/3 cup ( 4 oz.)semisweet 
chocolate, finely chopped 



Preheat oven to 350°F. Grease an 8 x 8 inch baking pan. In medium bowl 
combine flour and soda. Mix well. Set aside. Blend sugar and butter in a large 
bowl using an electric mixer. Combine sour cream, banana, egg and vanilla, 
and beat at medium speed. Do not overmix. Fold in melted chocolate and 
stir just until marbled. Pour batter into prepared pan. Bake 45 m minutes or 
until toothpick inserted into center comes out clean. Cool in pan 1 5 minutes. 
Invert onto rack to cool to room temperature. 

Ganache: Scald cream in a small saucepan. Remove from heat. Add 
chocolate. Cover pan and set aside. After about 1 5 minutes, stir frosting until 
smooth. Transfer to bowl . Refrigerate until firm, about 40 minutes. Turn 
cake right side up and frost with ganache. 



PEACHES HELENE 



Peaches 

1/4 cup sugar 
1 tbl. fresh lemon juice 

2tbis. water 
1 tbl. light corn syrup 
1 tbl. margarine 
1/2 tsp. vanilla 

Peel peaches, cut in half, remove pits. Combine water, sugar, and lemon 
juice in a pot and bring to a boil. Put fruit into pot with hot liquid. Reduce heat 
and simmer, covered, for 5 minutes until peaches are tender. Drain poached 
fruit . Chill. 



4 ripe peaches 

2 cups water 

Low Fat Chocolate Topping 

3 tbls. sugar 

2 tbls. unsweetened cocoa 
1 tbl. cornstarch 



Low-Fat Chocolate Topping (may also be used warm over fruit or waffles 
and frozen desserts). 

In saucepan, combine sugar, cocoa, and cornstarch. Mix in water and corn 
syrup. Blend well. Cook over medium heat until mixture comes to a boil. 
Remove from heat and stir for about 1 minute. Add margarine and vanilla 
stirring until sauce is blended. Store in the refrigerator.
